W ashington, Dec. IO— The P o st­ 


office departm ent is urging the pub­ 


lic to desist from using odd sized 


envelopes and postal cards which 


tire commonly used at the Christmas 
period.

particularly objects to 


small 
sized envelopes. The reason 
of this is that cancelling machines 


which are iii every . postoffice 
are 
built to carn el the proper business 


sized envelopes, which they do at the 
rate of 50,000 an hour. Envelopes 
smaller than the business sized en­ 
velopes have to 
he 
cancelled 
by 
hand, which not only causes delay in 
the handling of these envelopes, but 
causes delay in handling all mail. 
The Postoffice 
department

appeals +o women especially to avoid 
stylish forms of handwriting,— “de­ 
butante stuff’’, as one postal worker 
calls it— and use

Japan are agreed to their respective 
reductions. Italy 
had come forth 


with a statement opposing the idea, 
suggesting a slash instead of naval 
upbuilding and indicated she was 
ready to accept any reasonable fig- 
ure which would be equal to that of 
France. She indicated she would ac- 
cept 1.7 or thereby on the 5-5-3 ra- 
tio for America, Britain a:nd Japan.

ACTIVE 


These Countries Attempt to Outrival 


Germany For Supremency of 
Trade With South America

Rio De Janeiro, (By MaH).—Post 


war efforts to gain world trade have 
caused a. revival of propaganda in 
South America in many respects ev- 
en more extensive than the 
early 


years of the Great Struggle. 


Although Germany gets credit for 


great activity, France and Italy are 
easily surpassing all others in their 
efforts to win the sympathy 
and 


commerce of the South Americans. 


French and Italian 
missions of 


one kind or 
another are 
almost 


weekly ocurrences. At present Gen- 
eral Mangin is in Rio and -will visit 
other cities of Brazil to return var- 
ious visits by Brazilian officials. Ex- 
Minister Andrea Torre of Italy, is 
in Sao Paulo dealing with wealthy 
industrials there in an effort to get 
financial backing for the new Rome 
daily "II Munod", which, Italians 
assert will be the great world news- 
paper of their people. 


Eight governments of South and 


Central America have oflicial French 
military missions teaching them the 
art of war. These 
countries are: 


Guatemala, instructors in the na- 
tional military academy and one av- 
iation missions; Peru military mis- 
military missions for general reor- 
ganization of these services 
and a 


special mission to organize an air 
service; Colombia and Euador, av- 
iation mssions; Peru, military mis- 
sion for reorganization of the army 
and special mission to organize -air 
service; Uruguay, military mission 
to reorganize the army; Brazil, mili- 
tary mission to reorganize the army, 
naval mission and special mission 
to reorganize the forces of t'he State 
of Sao Paulo. 


In addition to all this there is a 


stea'dy stream of French and Italian 
artists, musicians, poets medical 
professors, opera companies, drama- 
tic 'Companies, sculptors and relig- 
ious emmissaries. 


Paul Fort, the' "prince' of French' 


poets, has just finished a series of 
lectures in Brazil, Uruguay and Ar- 
gentina. 


The German propaganda is much 


less apparent, being limited to 
an 


occasional opera, troupe o rscientist. 
However, the Germans are 
always 


well received. There is a strong be- 
lief that the German commercial pe- 
netration is being carried out much' 
more effectively than surface ap- 
pearances indicate. 


Great Britain 
and the 
United 


States, easily the two/leading 
na- 


tions in South American commerce, 
indulge in almost no propaganda in 
these countries. Washington lias sent 
only one mission in a year—the Col- 
by party. Great Britain 
has, sent 


none.
